Messrs.  Chairmen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report  on 
the  sanitary  circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  three 
Districts  coming  under  my  supervision. 

Each  District  has  been  dealt  with  separately  and  in  conformity 
with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  Circular  No.  2773.  The  Report  is  an 
ordinary  Report  and  has  been  considerably  abbreviated  for  reasons  of 
economy. 

During  the  whole  of  1942,  the  Department  was  without  a  Senior 
Clerk  and  the  work  devolved  largely  on  the  Junior  with  assistance  from 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

In  Southwell  Rural  District  an  endeavour  was  made  to  obtain  the 
services  of  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  but  without  success.  This 
District  is,  in  my  opinion,  of  such  area  and  population  that  at  least  one 
additional  Inspector  is  necessary. 

I  desire  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Councils  and 
to  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  interest  and  assistance 
in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

To  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Staffs  of  the  three  Districts 
I  express  my  appreciation  of  their  untiring  efforts  in  the  promotion 
and  maintenance  of  health.  I  would  specially  mention  Nurse  Cleghorn 
the  Senior  Health  Visitor  for  the  Borough,  for  the  way  in  which  she 
has  managed  the  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  very  bad  accommodation  with 
ever  increasing  attendances.

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Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers 

One  bed  in  the  Maternity  Wing  of  the  General  Hospital  is  reserved 
for  complicated  cases  or  those  whose  home  conditions  are  unsuitable 
for  confinement. 

The  number  of  women  admitted  during  the  year  was  10. 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  similar  cases  were 
treated  in  County  Maternity  Beds.  The  number  admitted  to  County 
Institutions  was  six. 


Dental  Clinic  for  Expectant  Mothers,  and  Children  under 

5  years  of  age 

The  work  in  this  Clinic  was  undertaken  by  a  part-time  Dental 
Practitioner.  18  sessions  were  held  at  the  Public  Health  Department, 
attendances  numbering  76. 

Ante-natal  Clinic 

This  clinic  which  was  opened  in  September.  1941,  continued  to 
be  fully  utilised  during  the  year  under  review.  The  attendances  were  :

Day  Nursery 

In  July,  1942,  a  War-time  Day  Nursery  was  opened  in  the  grounds 
of  the  ec  Friary,”  permission  to  build  there  having  been  granted  by  the 
occupying  authority.  The  building  is  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  specification  and  the  building  material  and  equipment  was 
supplied  by  the  Ministry.  It  was  several  months  before  the  mothers 
took  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered  but  at  the  time  of  writing  there 
are  48  names  on  the  register  and  the  daily  attendances  average  just 
under  40. 

Daily  Guardian  Scheme 

A  second  facility  for  mothers  in  occupations  who  require  accom¬ 
odation  for  their  children  during  working  hours  is  the  Daily  Guardian 
Scheme  whereby  arrangements  are  made  for  suitable  householders  to 
care  for  the  children  daily.  Each  house  is  inspected  by  the  Health 
Visitor  before  being  registered  under  the  Scheme.  Financial  assistance 
is  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  the  guardian.  There  are  33 
daily  guardians  on  the  register  at  the  time  of  writing. 
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Housing 

The  inspections  of  dwellinghouses  had  to  be  curtailed  during 
the  year  under  review,  but  every  opportunity  was  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  housing  problem  was  constantly  to  the  fore. 


Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  there  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious 
disease. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  continued  throughout  the 
year  and  the  following  table  indicates  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year.

While  the  percentage  of  school  children  immunised  is  coming 
within  sight  of  being  satisfactory,  the  percentage  of  acceptances  of  the 
under  five’s  is  very  poor.  In  spite  of  the  continued  propaganda  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Staff  of  the  Department,  too  often  one 
hears  the  statement, cc  Wait  till  he  gets  to  school  and  he  can  be  done 
then,”  or,  “His  father  is  against  it.  He  had  enough  of  the  results  of 
injections  in  the  Army.”  Another  trouble  at  the  present  time  is  that 
a  mother  will  take  the  responsibility  of  her  child  developing  Diphtheria 
rather  than  accept  immunisation  while  the  father  is  abroad  in  the  Forces. 
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Water  Supplies 

The  permanent  plant  at  Clay  Lane  Bore  was  installed  during  the 
year.  This  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  temporary  plant  and 
obviates  the  risk  of  contamination  between  the  pump  and  the  main. 
In  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  it  will  be  seen  that  three  samples 
taken  during  1942  are  recorded  as  unsatisfactory.  One  only  of  these 
was  taken  after  the  opening  of  the  plant.  The  Analyst’s  Report  indicated 
that  chemically  the  water  was  satisfactory  but  that  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination  indicated  the  possibility  of  slight  contamination  by  land 
washings  No  dangerous  pollution  was  present  and  is  unlikely  owing 
to  the  depth  of  the  bore. 


The  sample  taken  early  in  1943  after  the  new  plant  had  run  for  a 
few  weeks  was  reported  satisfactory  both  chemically  and  bacterio- 
logically. 


Throughout  the  year  all  samples  taken  of  the  water  actually 
supplied  to  the  public  were  reported  as  satisfactory  both  chemically 
and  bacteriologicalljT. 


Scabies 

The  number  of  cases  of  scabies  reported  to  the  Health  Department 
during  the  year  was  49.  Investigation  of  these  cases  by  the  nurses  of 
the  Department  brought  to  light  a  further  12  cases.  All  were  treated 
at  home  by  Benzyl  Benzoate  supplied  through  this  department  and 
supervision  was  carried  out  at  the  Clinic. 

Steam  disinfection  of  clothes  and  bedding  although  available  was 
not  found  to  be  necessary  in  any  household. 


No  cleansing  station  has  been  opened  by  the  local  authority.

The  dust-bin  refuse  from  these  Parishes  is  collected  weekly  and 
taken  to  four  tips  provided  by  the  Council  and  dealt  with  under  the 
controlled  (Bradford)  tipping  system,  two  men  working  under  my 
control  on  each  tip,  and  the  night  soil  is  taken  to  farm  land  by  the 
contractors  and  dealt  with  in  a  satisfactory  manner.

The  tins 
are  now  collected  for  salvage  and  the  broken  pots  and  bottles  taken  to 
tips  in  the  fields  about  a  mile  from  the  villages.

In  the  Parishes  of  Blidworth  and  Southwell  the  work  is  carried 
out  by  direct  labour,  in  the  remaining  Parishes  the  work  is  done  by 
contract.  Collections  are  made  weekly  except  in  the  Parish  of  Hovering- 
ham,  this  being  a  monthly  collection  of  dry  refuse  only.  Cesspools 
are  emptied  monthly  in  the  Parish  of  Blidworth.  The  Council  owns 
refuse  tips  at  Blidworth  and  Southwell  and  the  Bolsover  Colliery 
Company  loans  a  tip  at  Rufford.  The  treatment  for  rats  at  these  tips 
is  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Notts.  War  Agricultural  Executive 
Committee’s  Pests  Officers  and  a  fee  is  paid  for  these  services.  One 
man  is  employed  on  the  Blidworth  and  Rufford  refuse  tips. 

During  the  year  owing  to  excessive  cost,  the  Parish  of  Southwell 
was  cleansed  by  direct  labour,  a  cc  Kerries  ”  Bantam  being  purchased 
and  three  men  being  engaged  on  the  work.  Considerable  time  was 
spent  on  the  change  over  and  the  scheme  now  appears  to  be  more 
efficient  than  when  done  by  contract.

Isolation  Hospital 

By  special  arrangements  with  the  Borough  of  Newark,  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  are  isolated  in  the  Barnby  Road  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  was  10. 


Infectious  Disease 

No  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  the  district 
in  1942.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  carried  out.  during  the 
year.  The  majority  of  the  children  were  given  injections  at  sessions 
held  on  school  premises,  but  where  it  was  impossible  for  the  mothers  to 
bring  pre-school  children  to  a  school,  domiciliary  visits  were  paid.

Scabies

All  animals  are  now  being  killed  in  the  Borough  of  Newark 
All  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Regular  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  Parishes  of  Balderton  and 
Farndon. 

Before  the  war  nine  properly  constructed  enclosures  were  pro¬ 
vided  in  other  parishes  for  the  deposit  of  tins  and  similar  material. 

Six  other  dumps  have  since  been  provided  besides  our  sewerage 
disposal  works  at  Balderton  which  is  used  as  a  central  depot. 

In  order  to  save  haulage  some  of  this  material  is  taken  to  the 
Newark  Corporation  depot,  but  the  greater  part  is  taken  to  the  Balder¬ 
ton  Sewage  Disposal  Works  where  it  is  sorted.  By  arrangement  with 
the  County  Surveyor  the  tins  are  flattened  out  with  a  steam  roller  and 
sold. 


Paper  is  being  collected  by  co-operation  with  Boy  Scouts  and 
Salvage  Stewards.  During  the  year  125  tons  of  paper  have  been 
collected  and  disposed  of. 


Water  Supply 

The  villages  of  North  and  South  Collingham,  Langford,  Win- 
thorpe,  Coddington,  Balderton,  Hawton  and  Farndon  are  supplied 
with  water  from  Newark.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied 
by  surface  wells.
